derfully developed in Hume. In 
the present volume Bishop Tem- 
ple is‘ the worst sinner. ‘It may 
be all very wellfor him to tell 
us that he Was brought’ up in a 
good and devout home,. but what 
can be the advantage of knowing 
that he had never ceased fiom 


the ‘age of twelve to be a“‘regular’ 


communicant.”” The only conclu- 
sion one can draw is that he got 
into a habit of going through 
tertain ceremonies before he had 
the intelligence to understand’ 
what they meant.

If 

that audience got any notion of 

a tune, the tune would. be 

largely the work of théir own 

imagination, and would be very’ 
unlike the tune composed. by 

Mozart or Beethoven.

The above quotation is not from, 
the present volume but from his 
volumes on Plotinus; but a similar 
idea somewhat more cautiously:

On the whole we can say nothing 
but good for such an endeavour 
as this of Dr. Muirhead’s.-. “With 
the mass of mankind,” says one 
of the greatest nineteenth century 
critcis rather sadly, “the love of 
speculative truth is among ‘the 
weakest of 
endeavour, not to give them ‘ready- 
made opinions, but to.stir up the 
foundations of thought, is one of: 
the most praiseworthy but thank- 
less ad undertakings.

But Mr. Saintsbury 
understands his weapons and his 
victims: will not be eager to face 
his .steel again, His ridicule, 
though subtle ‘nnd delicate, is nét 
always kind, and the merciless 
logic with which he analyzes and 
dissects the innocent: fatuities of 
Jess exalted essayists should 
prove an effective deterrent to 
those who feel tempted to take 
liberties. : 

We will say frankly that, if any=) 
one else had written‘.this scrap” 
book, the chances are that it would 
have'been dull and tedious, for it 
deals. with a hundred and one 
unimportant subjects ‘without 
‘making any attempt at continuity 
of thought -and idea, But Mr.’ 
Saintsbury knows how to make 
‘serap books amusing, for.:he can 
write nonsense with conviction. 
He has, moreover, the gift of: 
using language that is in “itself, 
charming and, even if we are 


impulses."—, Any | irritated by some of the more, 


fantastic affections of. his style, 
we can hardly fail to applaud the 
delicacy of his wit and the aptness 
of his epigrams. 

Mr., Saintsbury’s prej judices are 
of a decided nature, and it is his 
metier to criticize—not always 
kindly as we have noted, but with 
a wealth of satirical humour. 

Upon certain subject, he ia 
quite uameasured. The-British 
Labour Party is one of the fav- 
ourite butts for his wit, and he 
takes an: obvious delight in ridi- 
culing the crude and earnest 
utterings of its moré. prominent 
spokesman. His ruthless analysis 
of certain portion’s of Mr. Philip 
Snowden’s . recent dissertation 
upon Socialism before the, House 
of Commons is one of the finest
